Doc  was  the  type  of  man  who  would  be  at  ease  with  anyone,  from  drinking  wine  and 
smoking  cigarettes  with  the  lowly  wino,  to  having  dinner  with  the  President. 

I  can  just  see  him  now,  up  there  in  heaven  telling  God  that  "Doc's  here  now,  you  can 
take  it  easy.  I  am  here  to  help  you  now."  I  would  be  willing  to  wager  that  he  is 
already  teaching  again.  I  love  you  Doc.  You  were  one  hell  of  a  Man.
